WASHINGTON', May 
14.—Attorney 


General Moody and Senator Allison con- 
ferred with the president today on the 
situation that has arisen concerning the 
railroad rate bill in the senate. On 
leaving the executive oflicc Mr. Moody 
said that ho would make no statement 
in answer to that made by Mr. Tillman 
in the senate 
Saturday; 
that if any 


statement is mndc it will come from the 
president. He would not say however, 
that such a statement is to be made. 


WASHINGTON, May 
14.—The rate 


bill debate was continued in the senate 
todny. 


Senator La Follette offered a sub which 


made additional evidence produced before 
a court available fur ten days to the 
commission that the commirtsion might if 
desired modify its. order. Oil motion ol 
Senator Hale, the sub was laid on the 
table. 


HALE WOULD KILL IT. 


A new section of thn bill was proposed 


by Senator La Follette. providing., for an 
investigation by the commission to as- 
oertuin the face value ot' the property of 
every railroad, etc. • During the rending 
the Wisconsin senator said that as an 
amendment by him was taken as a .signal 
for some one of his Republicn colleagues 
to move to lay it on the table ho desired 
to have order. At his demand the pro- 
posed new section was ordered re-read 
from the beginning and at the conclusion 
Senator Halo promptly made a motion 
to table. At the request of Senator 
Money the motion was withheld while ho 
spoke briotly supporting the amendment. 
Before Senator Hale could renew his mo- 
tion, Senator Spooner said he did not 
know whether his colleague disired to 
t.pi.-n.k, but that if lie did ho should be 
permitted to do so. Senator Hulc said 
he thought the senate was ready to vote, 
but that ho would withhold the motion 
long enough 
for tho author of the 


amendment to uprak. 


CLARKE IN ITS FAVOR. 


Senator Clarke of Arkansas objected 


on tho ground that tho senator 
from 


Maine could not make his motion "with 
a string to it," and that he could not 
specify who should speak, whereupon the 
Maine senator again made his motion to 
table. Senator Bacon made a point of 
order that-under the consent agreement 
for tho discussion of ameiulmentn under 
the fifteen minute rule a motion to table 
was not in order. 
i It was ruled that tho motion to lay the 
amendment on the table was in order, 
but the motion to that end was voted 
down, whereupon Senator Clarke of Ar- 
kansas, a-ddressed tho senate in support 
of the amendment. 


WILLING TO EXPLAIN. 


As soon :as Mr. Clarke had taken his 


seat Mr. Hale renewed his motion to 
table the amendment, "as the senator 
from Wisconsin does not seem to dcoiro 
to explain it," he added. 


"If the senator will permit me, intcr- 


jcctud Mr. La Follcttc, "I will explain 
the amendment." 


"It is not for me to permit a senator," 


returned Mr. Hale, who explained that ha 
should withhold his motion, but would re- 
new it as soon as the Wisconsin senator 
had concluded. 


LA FOLLETTE TAKES STAND. 


After explaining that 
ho was not 


aware that any senator could not "fore- 
close" another from speaking simply by 
giving notice of a motion to table, Mr. 
La Follette remarked that the senator 
from Maine had promptly moved to ta- 
ble every amendment'he (La Kollrtte) 
had offered. 
"And I will nay this," ho 


continued, "with respect to procedure 
under the special order, that while I re- 
main a member of this senate there will 
never bo unanimous consent again given 
to »uch a proposition, which, docs not 


permit of a vote being taken directly 
upon amendments offered." 


FINALLY LAID ON TABLE. 
* 


He turned his attention to his amend 


mcnt making the point that unless the 
commission has ascertained 
the 
true 


value of railroad property it could not 
ascertain what would be a just a:id rea- 
sonable rate. 


When he had concluded Mr. Halo re- 


newed his motion to table tho amend- 
ment. Upon a roll call this motion pre- 
vailed 40 to 27. 


An amendment was next presented by 


Senator Foraker which was, he ex-plained 
a modification of section three of the El- 
kins' act. 


• LA FOLLETTE'S AMENDMENT. 
Senator La Follette presented an am- 


endment requiring all roads carrying pas- 
sengers to install the block system of 
signals prior to July 1, 1011. In urging 
the amendment, the Wisconsin senator 
said the railroads killed last year 10,017 
passengers and 4S,4S7 employes. In Eng- 
land during 1003, where double tie num- 
ber of passengers were carried but the 
distance traveled was only half that in 
the Uuitcd States, only one-tenth the 
number were killed nnd injured. 


FORAKER AMENDMENT LOST. 
Mr. Foraker offered an amendment 


which he called an "alternative" provis- 
ion. It would allow any complainant to 
go at once in court instead of proceeding 
before the commission—tlie commission 
to be required to allow this procedure. 


Opposition to the amendment was 


voiced by Senator Nelson, after which 
on a roll call it was defeated 56 to 10, 


FRISCO'S LOSS REPORTED 


Insurance Companies Put Fig- 


ures at $113,441,595 -For-

ALBANY, N. Y., May 14—The state 


insurance department last night made 
public figures showing tlie losses in the 
recent California conflagration of the fire 
insurance companies doing business in 
this state and reporting to the depart- 
ment. They show estimated net losses 
to a total of $113,441,505, divided as fol- 
lows : 


New York state joint stock. 2re. and 


fire marine companies, $18,944,000; joint 
stock fire- nnd fire marine companies of 
the other states. $44.327,400. 


Mutual fire insurance companies of 


other states, no loss. 


Foreign fire insurance companies, Unit- 


ed States branches. $40,070.090. 


The report shows that in most cases 


any impairment of capital will be made 
by the directors or stockholders. Among 
the losses reported by various companies 
arc:

Considerable Decrease Expected 


After July First.

Recently there was organized in this 


city a Liquor Dealers' association for the 
purpose of protecting interests of local 
saloon men. . The increase of license from 
$200 to $500 per annum, which goes into 
effect July 1, complaints that children 
were sent to saloons with pitchers and 
cans to buy beer, order of tho district 
attorney that it was illeg:d and must be 
stopped, or ho would prosecute, com- 
plaints of liquor being sold to minors and 
drunken men and that places were kept 
open after 12 o'clock at night in some 
parts of the city and not in others, were 
the causes of this new organization. 


Tho Bajoon men believed, that in view 


of the Civic Federation having organized 
to fight them, it was fair that they 
should be ready to protect any saloon., 
man who might be unjustly charged and 
persecuted. At the meeting held, it ia 
understood, resolutions were passed in 
effect that any saloon man who deliber- 
ately violated the' law, would not bo pro- 
tected. 


SOME FORTY TO QUIT. 


Last week a committee started out 


with a view of ascertaining just what ef- 
fect the $500 license would have on the 
business. Tlie whole north side was can- 
vassed and it was found that seven men 
intended to retire when the $200 license 
expired and that ten others were not 
determined. On Main street two have 
signified their intention of retiring, but 
on the west and south sides the condi- 
tions are not yet known. Rough esti- 
mates given, unofficial, places the falling 
off after July 1, at forty saloons. This 
will leave less than a hundred in the 
city. Those intending to get out of the 
business state that with a $500 license it 


ould be impossible to make the business 


pay, in view of the present price charg- 
ed by brewers for beer and the determin- 
ation on their part not to decrease the 
same.

CHICAGO, May 14.—Rioting, hissing, 


cries of "pay your debts," "robber," 
"liar," and a general scrimmage in which 
eight persona prominent in Zion were in- 
jured, broke up John Alexander Dowie's 
preaching service in Shiloh tabernacle 
yesterday afternoon and caused the rout- 
ed "apostle" to be hurried from the build- 
ing. 


Despite the prophecy of his enemies 


thntie would be physically unable to 
preajih, the "apostle1' appeared on the 
platform at the morning ond afternoon 
meetings. It was at the latter that tha 
disturbance occurred, in which several 
•women were knocked down and trampled 
upon, Dowie was hooted from the build- 
ing, and a riot call brought in all the 
police in Zion City to reinforce the Zion 
guards. 


CALLS ENEMIES ROBBERS. 


Owing to the rainy weather, Voliva 


wrts unable to hold the afternoon meet- 
ing which he had planned on the Zion 
university campus. Many of the Voliva 
following attended the meeting in the ta- 
bernacle, making a crowd of more than 
3,000 persons, most of whom apparently 
had been attracted by curiosity. 


After replying to the charges made by 


Voliva, Dowie called the deacons and 
overseers who have turned against him a 
"pack of thieves and robbers," saying he 
would- live to depose them as they de- 
posed him. 


Immediately the entire audience was in 


an uproar. The Voliva faction threaten- 
ed the speaker, while the followers of 
Dowie crowded about the platform to 
protect their leader. 


"Don't forget," said Dowie, irritated, 


"that the Christian Catholic Apostolic 
church is und»r my banner. Without me 
it docs not exist. 
The rebellious over- 


seers have been removed. They are 
thieves and robbers!" 


More hissing nnd cries of "No! Never!" 


from the audience, 


"Thieve* 
and 
robbers!" 
repeated 


Dowie, in louder tones. 


• "No. you're the robber!" shouted the 
audienco. 


'Thieves and robbers, I say!" shouted 


Dowie, for the third time, until his voice 
made the rafters ring. 


"You took all the money!" shouted the 


audience. 'Tay your debts." 


"I never loft unpaid a dollar of debt," 


pleaded Dowie. 


"How about my money in Mexico?" 


yelled a man named Armstrong, a South 
African, who has thousands of dollars 
tied up in the colonization project. 


In the midst of tho uproar John Gould, 


a large investor in Zion indu&i'.'ir-, r.nd an 
ardent supporter of Voliva, was -heard to 
shout, "Pay your debts. You are a spend- 
thrift and a swindlerl" Gould, an aged 
farmer, who wears a long, patriarchial 
beard, was the center of attention. 


Tlie entire body of Dowicites turned 


upon him and tried to ejectjhim from tho 
building. B. F. Morris, lieutenant colonel 
of the Zion guards, seized Br. Gould by 
tho coat collar and attempted to drag 
him out. Before he bad gone the length 
of the building he wo« swept off hia feet 
by the Voliva crowd. 


GLADSTONE DOWIE ATTACKED. 
At this time Gladstone Dowie went to 


the aid of Morris, but was beaten back 
by a crowd of troublemakers from Wau- 
kegan and escaped to the Dowie circle 
near the platform only after severe usage 
at the hands of the enraged people. 


No attempt to quell the riot was made 


until Christopher McCormick, a taberna- 
ol« policeman, in a loud voice commanded 
the- crowd to leave the building. When 
he stepped into the. fight to enforce hia 
orders, a w.oman jabbed him in the face 
with her umbrella, and he was knocked 
down by a blow on the head. 


Dowie remained quiet in his chair, with 


-his negro body guard and Deacon Kamp 
standing by 'his side. 


TUMULT STOPS IN PRAYER. 


The rioting waa the climax of long sub- 


dued hostility against the deposed loader 
and the city was in a ferment until late 
in the evening. Groups of excited men 
stood about. Elijah holpice and tho ad- 
ministration building hurling scriptural 
curses at member* of the despised DowJo 
following. It was only with the blowing 
of the 0 o'clock prayer whistle that peace 
came to the troubled city. With 
the 


sounding of the blast members of both 


, factions *fcnt7ftve. minutes in silent de- 


votions, after which comparative quiet 
reigned. 


The trouble in the afternoon was preci- 


pitated ..by Dowie's Statement that Mrs. 
Ruth Cantel had died because she was a 
rebel. He also affirmed he -would have 
saved her had she asked for. his prayers, 
rather than those of the rebsl leaders. 


"The death spirit entered Zion when I 


left," said he, "and I am not yet strong 
enough to drive it out." 


DRIVE HOME IS A CONTRAST. 
The drive home was in contrast to the 


other triumphal homecomings of tha pro- 
'pbet in the days of his power. Tha 
streets were lined with men, women, and 
children, screaming, gesticulating, 
and 


hurling jeers and jibes at the white 
bearded and silent old man in the car- 
riage. 


When the doors of Shiloh house closed 


on the object of their scorn, the crowd 
of 000 persona returned t the tabernacle, 
where they stood about in groups, talk- 
ing in loud and threatening voices.

MILWAUKEE, May 14.—The banquet 


of the Lincoln club, to be given at the 
Hotel Pfister tomorrow evening, while 
billed as a feast, material and intellect- 
ual, will in reality formally mark the 
opening of the fall campaign. Prominent 
Republicans from all over the state will 
attend, and candidates and expectant 
candidates will be present by the score.

chair will speak, including W. D. Connor, 
chairman, of the Republican state central 
committee; Senator McGillivray and 
Speaker Lenroot. Mayor Becker will 
discuss Milwaukee and its needs, but all 
the other addresses will be political.

FEES CsT SCHANDEIN* CASE. 


Thera-ie a great deal of guessing as to 


the amount of fees paid attorneys in the 
Schandein will case. It is generally un- 
derstood that the attorneys for the con- 
testants .received IS,per cent of the am- 
ount recovered'Tfy' ttieir clients,' which 
would give the firm $150,000, the largest 
fee ever received by a firm of lawyers in 
Wisconsin, The fees on the other side, 
attorneys say, were at least as much, 
which would bring the aggregate up to 
$300,000 or over. The highest, fees receiv- 
ed heretofore was in the Ludinpton es- 
tate suits, where it is known that the 
plaintiff paid .$70,000 in attorneys' fees, 
and it is probable that the defense had to 
pny almost us much.

At about 9:30 a. m., according to an of- 


ficer who was at the gate of the works, • 
the admiral was emerging from a small 
shop in the works when a workman who 
had been concealed around the corner of 
the building leaped on Kuzmich from be- 
hind and drove a long dagger into his 
back. The admiral fell forward on his 
face, which was badly cut by stones and 
died immediately. The assassin fled into 
a large forge where he was. lost among 
the men employed there. The works 
were promptly surrounded by troops and 
police, but the search for the murderer, 
was - unavailing, his comrades, professing 
- 


ignorance of his identity. 


The police say it is evident that the 


assassination of the admiral had been 
planned in advance. The dagger which 
was found on the spot was concealed1 in- 
a round s*,ick, like a sword cane. .

SIXTY-THREE DEFENDANTS. 


Suit was brought by Frank B. Kollogg 


nnd James M. Beck, special assistant at- 
torneys general of the United States, on 
behalf of the United States against the 
General Paper company and sixty-three 
paper 
manufacturing corporations 
in 


Wisconsin, Minnesota and Michigan a lit- 
tle over a year ago. The comojaint al- 
leged that the defendants in violation of 
tho provisions of the Sherman act, enter 
ed into an agreement, combination and 
conspiracy with each other to restrain 
trade and commerce among the several 
states, and to control, regulate and mon-x 
opolizc said commerce, and that this wua 
accomplished by organizing the General 
Paper company of Chicago with a capital 
stock 
of $100,000 divided into 1,000 


shares of $100 each, which stock was di- 
vided among the. paper manufacturing 
corporations in the proportion of their 
average daily output of paper; that each 
of the corporations thereupon entered in- 
to a contract, making the General Paper 
company its exclusive selling agent. The 
defendants filed answers, and testimony 
was taken for several months, most of 
the facts showing a combination were 
elicited from the oflicors cf the various 
defendant companies. Finally the defend- 
ants refused to Furnish any further tes- 
timony, or to answer any questions, on 
tho grounds that the testimony would 
tend to criminate tho witnesses and tho 
corporations, and on the ground that the 
testimony was"irrclevant.and immaterial 
Tho case went to the supreme court oi 
the United States, and was thero arguec 
on tho second of January in connection 
with the "tobacco" cases. 


WITNESSES NOT EXEMPT. 


In both tho paper case and tobacco 


case the question argued and decided was 
that witnesses were not exempt from an- 
swering on the ground that their testi- 
mony would tend to criminate the cor- 
porations. The supreme court held that 
tho evidence was clearly material, that 
the bill of complaint charged on unlaw- 
ful combination and conspiracy, and that 
tho testimony tended to show it. 


Tho testimony in this case really left 


nothing for tho defendants to do, but to 
submit to judgment, and they today ap- 
peared in court, withdrew their answers 
and thereupon judgment was ordered for 
tho government as prayed in the bill of 
complaint. 


TRUST MUST QUIT BUSINESS. 


This is a complete victory for the gov- 


ernment. The price of paper at the time 
this euit.was .brought was from $2,25 to 
$2.35 per owt.

behavior of their compasses, on which the 
safety of their ships depends in thick and 
bad weather. 
Cargoes of iron ore and 


meials capable of affecting the magnetic 
needles were undoubtedly at the bottom 
of some of these complaints, but it was 
realized by navigators thnt natural con- 
ditions often caused variations of the 
compass and that it might be possible to 
reduce the evils arising from such causes. 
Therefore the Lake Carriers' association, 
the Pittsbnrg steamship combination, and 
other influential organizations interested 
in lake commerce called on the navy de- 
partment to aid them. 


Accordingly 
Commander 
Nicholson 


started out to the lakM with tho pri- 
mary purpose of setting up prominent 
marks in proper places so that the cap- 
tains of passing ships may check off any 
error in their compasses and make the 
neceflsary adjustments to establish "true 
north" at these marked sites. 


It is the purpose to erect such marks 


on tho banks of the St. Clair river and 
in tho straits of Mackinaw, -which will 
afford opportunity to make compass cor- 
^rections to all shipping passing between 
Jtho three great lakes of Michigan, Super- 
.ior and Huron. 
Officers at the branch 


hydrographic offices will be instructed to 
assist any ship captain in adjusting his 
compasses when they are found through 
observation of the marks to be out of 
order.

He moved to strike out 
the limitation and spoke in support of 
liis .motion saying lie could seo no reason 
for the provision. In response to this 
;6bicc'tion Senator Knox said that the 
lintcrstnte cmmission had recommended a 
•limitation to one year because, of the 
rapidly changing situation in this coun- 
try. But the Wisconsin .senator was not 
convinced and he proceeded by declaring 
his conviction to be that if the provision 
is' to stand the public would receive lit- 
tle, benefit. 
' Mr. La Toilette's motion was voted 
down and the Allison amendment was 
then adopted. 


After two of the Allison amendments 


to the rate bill had been adopted, Sena 
tor' Bailey presented his amendment pro 
hibiting inferior United States courts

On a roll call the Bailey amendment 


was lost 23 to 54, La Follctte voting in 
the affirmative and Spooner in the nega- 
tive.

Many hun- 
dreds of years before Christ, Isaiah cen- 
sured Jewish women for their luxurious- 
ness, and among the Romans sumptuary 
laws were thought necessary every now 
and then to restrain luxury. Lucullus' 
feasts are proverbial, and the later em- 
perors and their oourta lived in a man- 
ner incredible to- us for its extravagance. 
In modern times such men as Sir'Walter 
Raleigh and tho duko of Buckingham 
wore dresses literally covered with pre- 
cious utonos, arid Raleigh had a. suit of 
solid silver armor, with his golden sword 
and. belt blazing with diamonds, rubies 
and pearls.

Tho dreadful accusation is made that 


not one tariff reformer in a hundred can 
intelligently point out just what sched 
ules he would revise to produce certain 
results desired, or can u-ny one such show 
clearly that the changes wanted are cith 
Or just in principle or that such will bi 
conductive to the general welfare. It is 
probable this may bo all true since it i 
not up to every citizen, to clearly provi 
in just what manner the schedules havi 
operated to produce certain results 
though he may point to the results. II 
might insist likely that tariff protectioi 
ns high as eighty to one hundred an 
fifty per cent or so was a rather big! 
protection, nnd this might be asserted in 
n general desultory way without makln 
him n, liar. 


It would indeed be difficult for the nv 


erage citizen to analyze tariff schedule 
ns to just, how they may operate and fo 
that matter neither can tho others wb 
declare schedules shall not be meddle 
•with. Such neither may be able to sho-\ 
satisfactory to objectors of tariff rcvis 
ion in just what manner their propose 
changes would operate, nor could they 
likely tell jii.it whilt schedules to change 
or just how iinu-h to change. These can

TUK GAKFIEr.U REPORT- 


The messixge of President Roosevelt to 


congress bearing upon the revelations 
contained in the Gurfield report on the 
methods employed by tho Standard Oil 
company will arouse tho couutry. The 
reply of the accused corporation which 
scored the president and denies the alle- 
gations can not confuse the issue, for the 
words iu the Garfield report minoo no 
matters, they arc convincingly plain to 
all who may read. Tho coming at the 
same time with the indictments agains 
officials of the sugar trust, and leading 
officials of the Xow York Central rail- 
road and affiliated connections, indict- 
ments secured primarily through the 
work of W. R. Hearst laid before the 
government and brought in by the fed- 
eral grand jury in New York city, will go 
very far to convince the country some- 
thing heavy is about to drop upon the 
heads of th<? greatest trusts in the coun- 
try today. These indictments are against 
individuals as well as against the corpor- 
ations they represent. 


The evidence of rebates given the sugar 


trust, says tho grand jury are satisfying 
aud 
it 
expresses surprise that Mr. 


Hearst's paper, the American, was ever 
able to lay bauds upon tho evidence that 
institutes their investigation, and that 
encountering all sorts of disguises saw 
enough lo convince them there was a 


one. the public may guess what might 
lay behind tho other five branches the 
bureau of corporations arc considering. In 
this remarkable message of President 
Roosevelt he adds" a paragraph well 
worth serious attention. 
He says: 


"But in addition to these secret rates, 


the Standard Oil profits immediately by 
open rates, which are so arranged as to 


it an overwhelming advantage over 


its independent competitors. .This is a 
characteristic example of the numerous 
evils which are inevitable under a system 
in which the big shipper nnd the..rail- 
road arc .loft free, to crush out all''indi- 
vidual initiative nnd all power of inde- 
pendent action because of the absence of 
adequate and through-going government- 
al control. . Exactly similar conditions ob- 
tain m a large part of the west and 
southwest." 


He is also convinced there are other 


corporation besides the Standard being 
benefited in an improper fashion by "an 
elaborate series of rate discriminations. 
One suggestion he makes is worthy oi 
the highest consideration, that favoring 
untaxcd alcohol used in the arts and 
t 


manufactures nnd the government keep- 
ing the.foe to oil and coal lands.

AND STIt-t PEOrtE THINK. 


.People are not always the fools .pro- 
tended they are by some legislators. They 
readily recognize a statesman who gives 
convincing reasons, as to, the impractica- 
bility of »onie proposed law, or the neces- 
sity of better amending some; measure, 
and who gives good reasons for resisting 
somo- undesirable radicalism from another 
pnrt of the people. They recognize hon- 
esty of purpose and can cosily pick out 
the men who stand against the 'best in- 
terests of the masses of the population, 
and who prefer to side with the vast co- 


theory, or fine piece of sentiment, and a 
real good time of. it, in not happiness, 
for with some men a festive season or a 
good time Is followed by a reaction bring- 
ing anything but pleasure. But taking 
life as it runs-with the average person 
jt can hardly be doubted but that the 
average woman has just a£ happy a time 
of it as the average man—in her way. 
It is, so to say, what one calls happi- 
ness, for sure enough what constitutes 
happiness to many a- woman, to' the man 
is so much mere foolishness, and what to 
many men-has constituted pleasure is to 
equally many women, the- rankest sort 
of nonsense. So taking the world as one 
finds it men and women have their hap- 
piness in the elements that best pertain 
to their sex.

systematic policy of rebating and possib- 
ly a combination to violate the law in 
other ways.

As to the oil corporation the Onrfield 


report is plain in that the difference be- 
tween secret rate and rebate is only one 
of accounting and that in the state of 
'alifornia more than eighty distinct vio- 
ations were found nloue. Says Garficld: 


"At the beginning of the investigation, 


the Standard Oil Company denied that it 
iad obtained in recent years or was now 
obtaining any rebate or other transpor- 
•ation discriminatory as ngainst its com 


and yet he says that a most 


careful review of the facts nnd the ex- 
ilanation? leads to the conclusion that 
•he Standard Oil Company has Imbitu- 
allv received from the railroads, nnd is 
now receiving secret rates ond other un 
just nnd illegal discriminations. 


"Nevertheless the widespread discrimi 


nations in open rates still in force lenve 
tho independents at serious clisadvan 
lage. 
The investigation has only inci 


dently touched stntc shipments from dis 
trihuting centers, particularly in less 
than carloads. 


•'The investigation hns shown very 


clearly one glaring defect in the inter- 
stale commerce laws, viz: the method 
of filing and publishing tariffs. Although 
a tariff or a rate has been filed with the 
commission in complin nee with the terms 


r- 


of the law, none but the favored shipper 
may know of its existence. 


"The general result of the investigation 


has been to disclose the existence of 
numerous and flagrant discriminations by 
the railroads in behalf of the Standard 
Oil Company and its affiliated corpora- 
tions. 
\Vith comparatively few excep- 


tions, mainly of other large concerns in 
California, the Stnndard has been tho 
sole beneficiary of such discriminations. 
In almost every section of the country 
that company has been found to enjoy 
somo unfair advantages over its compet- 
itors, nnd some of these discriminations 
effect enormous nreas. 


'Many of the secret rates discovered 


by the Buroau of Corporations have ap- 
plied only on shipments of oil wholly 
within single states. The Standard Oil 
Company, which controls refineries in 
twenty states, is obviously in a position 
to make extensive use of such interstate 
rates, or, as they arc originally designat- 
ed, state rates." 


The report further adds that different 


methods am used under different condi- 
tions, with tho net result that from tin. 
Atlantic to the Pacific the arrangement; 
of open rates on oil products arc such 
that the Standard has nn unreasonable 
advantage over competitors. The conclu 
Bio;i is unavoidable, comments the re- 
port, that the accused oil corporation bad 
hail an influential voice in couatruction of 
such rates as has benefited them, and 
that the conclusion of the investigators 
is supported by epccific evidence that has 
been developed in the .work of investiga- 
tion. 


In tho president's message in exceeding- 


ly plain, aud in vigorous language, ho 
condenses the salient facts revealed in 
the report, saying it is the best argument 
yet presented showing that the- only'ef- 
fective remedy for secret rebates and op- 
en preferential rates is through govern- 
ment regulation, surrounded by only such 
restrictions ns fire necessary by the con- 
stitution. He further adds that showing 
the truth of rebate* and preferential 
ratos, that when the attention of rail- 
roads were called to certain specific in- 
stances, the practice* were discontinued, 
thus acknowledging their truth.. The re- 
port plainly intimates certain preferen- 


where shippers, producers and. manufact- 
urers using the railroad*, will be assured 
no one is favored as against another in 
nny of the various forms now employed 
in discriminations. 


There arc other matters in which more 


or less importance can be asserted, and it 
will not do to go through this session in 
nny manner of disposition thnt bodcw in 
attention to the necessities. The people 
are by no means nsking for the passage 
of the first bill thnt comes nlong, on the 
contrary they ask for judicious debate, 
but not for ill adjudged obstruction. 
There is no man's particular pattern of 
a measure being urged, hut only the best, 
the moft feasible nnd guarding all legiti- 
mate interests. Legislation is expected 
that will iu some defined degree place the 
great corporations, some of them ob- 
structing orderly competition by restrain- 
ing of trade in' the, ways so familiar to 
aggregations of capital; to control, and 
by effective laws enacted that will insure 
the cffacement of all illegal, all unfair 
.practices. Other great questions loom up 
for discussion nnd for action, all requir- 
ing statesmanship for proper settlement 
and legislation, and. the Republican party 
is naturally looked to for just this pur- 
lose. 


President Roosevelt has done much to 


cause a tendency among the people to 
oliminatc partisanship. 
His course is 


showing the citizens who vote that party 
s not nil, there nre other consideration?. 
Rewards for work done in the interests 
of parties, by liira. is but scantily con- 
sidered, nnd this hns been demonstrated 


•am nni ngain in most important ap- 


pointments where party records have been 
tho last thing to be considered. In local 
appointments, the presidential indiffer- 
ence to party consideration is shown and 
to say all this will not make a difference 
is to'ill-judge human nature. Efficiency 
seems to be the argument regardless of 
what ha* been hitherto supposed to be 
i-equisit.es, and it is misreading the signs 
not for observing men to notice, that the 
party's national legislators are being 
closely watched. 


Partisanship is one thing and great 


party principles quite another. If in tho 
past it was the rewards of office that 
went to induce political activity, to re- 
ward adherent; for the work done or to 
be done, in aid of politicians who captur- 
ed the 
valuable prizes which 
often 


brought fame as one managed or misman 


lossol interests gradually smothering the 
life out of tho people. The honestly ac-1 
quired wealth gained in honest trade J 
nnd commerce wherein no man was dis- 
criminated againf.t as to unfair advan- 
tages given by corporations, or amassed 
by criminal methods as have been em- 
ployed by some of our great combinations 
in trnde, is one thing, but the vast num- 
ber of millions acquired by methods well 
known to have been unfair, even dia- 
honest, and to mount up to such mount- 
tninous heights frighten the people and 
many regard' these great 
fortunes,

mark, as a menace to the nation and 
they arc not in the wrong. -They could 
never have thus gained but through the 
perversenes.-! with which somecorporations 
lent their assistance ir. giving grossly un- 
fair advantages, through methods in ev- 
ery sense of the word trade conspiracies, 
nnd through the assistance the law itself 
•has given in permitting wrongful acts, in 
methods of juggling with stock valua- 
tions and bond issuing which in ninny in 
stances have added millions of dollars oi 
.-•watered value upon which the people 
have been taxed for interest and divi- 
dends. 
.. Conservative people arc not shriekers 
for condemning all wealth alike, not .at 
nil. They are not for injustice, but for 
justice served out to all. alike. 
They 


wnut the agencies stopped by which 
further wrongs, further conspiracies in 
commerce and trade can be perpetuated. 
They, are demanding the avenues oi al1 


business be free and kept open; demand- 
ing thnt all interests be treated f.iirh 
nnd honestly by corporative management 
controlling our transportation routes am 
that the valuable, franchises of our cities 
be handled ns if the people had some 
rights in securing proper compensation 
therefor, and the string control of mun 
icipalities that terms nre carried out and 
the community served properly and 
fnir rates.

But if the natural growth of popular fee" 
ins were not enough, corporation?, man 
of them nre seemingly doing their bes 
to increase the indignation by perverse 
ness nnd indifference to just complaint 
of citizen-; nnd this on the pnrt-of publi 
service corporations; while on the pnrt 
of other corporations trusted, combined, 
syndicated, nnd .iggregoted, and dealing 
in the necessaries which men can not do 


life's course. 


GOVERNMENT ItEGCtATION-GOV- 


EBSTMENT ASSISTANCE. 


Government regulation seems very ob- 


ectionable to many of our prominent 
ailroad men, who think they see in that, 
n end to pushing 'enterprises and thus 
xtension of the rails. This may be true 
0 a certain extent, but still in the dis- 
;ricts already opened to settlement, the 
overnment by effective regulation would 
onservc the proprieties and see to it 
hat all competitors in trade, in business 
nd in manufacturers and producers of 
11 degrees, deal fairly by each other and 
hat none get unf.air advantage at the 
expense of the others by means of re- 
bate*, preferences, and unfair juggling 
vith rate tariffs. But if the railroads 
object so hard against government rcgu- 
ation, they do not at all object to gov- 
ernment assistance, an exchange rcmark- 
ng on that point: 


"It is interesting to note that most of 


tho railroads are perfectly ready to- ac- 
cept the principle of government aid, 
while resentfully objecting to govern- 
ment regulation. They cheerfully accept 
the -assistance of the government when 
t proposes to adopt means to perpetuate 
,he supply of timber for railroad ties, but 
would regard it ns a serious invasion of 
ndividunl rights if the'government pre- 
sumed to interfere with the laying or 
maintaining of the ties." 


many foreigners who. have been badly 
oppressed In their,native ' land, when 
they took up their .abode.in the land, of 
the free, were not at all satisfied with 
the.state of affairs here and soon.advo- 
cated the wild theories: and murderous 
practices thought'necesaary in;their for- 
mer home.

Otherwise insurgency 
as it is pleased to be called by thought- 
less people, will grow more nnd more po- 
pular.

Used in this way 
you will find thnt the dust rises no high- 
er than tile brush; that in fact, little ris- 
es nt all, but is grnc'lually moved to one's 
central point.

If the child breathes with the mouth op- 
en, siid not through the nose they arc 
likely to be present. If there are mnny 
of. those growths they give rise' to ca- 
tarrhal discharges from the nose, and 
they will also interfere with the hearing. 
They sometimes occasion the swelling of 
the glands of the neck and cause inflam- 
mation which result?; in open sorefl. Chil- 
dren suspected of having these growths 
should be taken to a surgeon to be ex- 
amined. The main tiling to be borne in 
mind fe thnt the only proper way for a 
child to breathe is through the nose.

Take out a small 
portion of the dough each time; roll as 
thin as a silver dollnr, cut the cookies 
with a cutter no larger than the dollar. 
Bake in a moderate oven until a golden 
.brown. 
This will make 1% pounds of 


rich, crisp cookies. 


Peach Frosting.—Grate into a bowl the 


thin yellow rir.cl of a lemon. Sift into 
this enough peach pulp and" juice to half 
fill a cup.' -Add a few drops of almond 
extract and the juice of half a lemon, 
and gradually beat in confectioner's sug- 
ar, to make a frosting of consistency to 
spread evenly upon tho cake. 
It will 


take about three-fourths of a pound of 
siitjar. 
Note that the sugnr is beaten 


into the liquid gradually, and that the 
frosting is thickened by the beating, as 
well as by the sugar. This cake is par- 
ticularly good when, in orange season, 
oranges are substituted for peaches.

FILLED UP ON LIQUOR. 


Tt would have surprised you could you 


have seen the number 
of intoxicated

Slays 


Wife in Bed—Puts Bullet 


in Own Temple. 


MILWAUKEE. May 14,—Mrs. William 


Selle was murdered in her bod yesterday 
morning about 5 o'clock by hor husband,, 
who then attempted to kill their 11 yoar 
old daughter Louisia. Failing in- this, 
Selle then fired a shot into his- own brain, 
dying instantly. The murder and suicide 
took place at the residence of Fred 
Luebko, 1513 Booth street, where Mrs. 
Selle has been acting as .housekeeper for 
the aged'man since leaving her husband 
about two months ago. 


The murderer broke into the housa 


through a.basement window. Removing 
his shoes, Selle stealthily crept up a rear 
stairway into the room where the raoth-( 
er and child were sleeping. Drawing his 
revolver' from his pocket, the wife, mur-; 
derer then fired three shots at the wo-', 
man, which,took effect in her head 
mouth, killing hor almost instantly.. 
This story of the shooting is confirmed; 
by the statement of the daughter Louisa! 
who accompanied her mother's relatives 
to a cinch party at Hanke's hall yeater-! 
day afternoon. 


Awakened by the noise of the -shots,] 


Fred Luebke and his son Ben, who werej 
sleeping in an adjoining room, ran out 
into tho kitchen, where they stumbled 
onto the screaming daughter, -who had 
escaped the jealous father's vengeance. 
Mrs. Selle was found gasping slightly 
with the blood flowing from her mouth. 


SELLE THEN SHOOTS HIMSELF. 
Ben Luebke then started for a doctor, 


and when he was about to leave the 
kitchen the body of Selle was found ly- 
ing in a small hall leading from the room. 
Ho luxd shot himself in the right' temple 
and death was evidently instantaneous. 
When Dr. Henry Blank arrived-, at the 
residence a little later husband and wife- 
were found dead. 


The act was due to jealousy. Several 


months ago Mrs. Selle left licr husband, 
and Inter asked for a divorce. Despite 
the entreaties of her husband the woman 
steadfastly refused to return to him anJ 
on several occasions he has threatened 
to harm his wife.

lias IlroUen Ml Records at RcK»rd» Com- 


p]«trd Legislation, 


WASHINGTON', May, 14.—The files of 


the index clerks at the state department 
show that the first session'of the-fifty- 
ninth congreea has broken all records in 
the matter of completed legislation up to 
this roomqnt. Already more than 3,000 
laws Imve been enacted which is between 
700 and 800 more than in any preceding 
session up to the beginning of tho month 
of May.

FIVE MONTHS' SALARY 


WAS AMOUNT SOUGHT 


Judge Belden Declares That Upon Case 


Presented no Particular Persons 


Succeeded Those Deposed 


From Office. 


According to a decision filod by Judge 


E. B. Belden in the circuit court this 
morning, the city of Racine must pay to 
Niels C.. Pederson and Mathew Seifen, 
$325 each, for services as police officers. 


It will be remembered that over one 


yoar ago Officers Pedersen, Seifen and 
Jbrgensen were dismissed from the force 
by the fire and police, commission, with- 
out having been given a hearing. 


This was declared illegal and Policeman 


Jorgensen commenced suit for reinstate- 
ment and back pay. On a technical point 
the case was dismissed and later it was 
settled by the city paying 
Jorgensen 


$120. 


Then Pedersen and Seifen demanded, 


reinstatement and a tearing. This was 
granted, an investigation held and both 
.dismissed. A suit for five months pay 
was commenced by the two deposed of- 
ficers, on the ground that the board ,of 
fire and police commissioners had no 
'right to dismiss as they did in the first 
place and that they were entitled to tho 
pay up to the time they were legally 
.tried and dismissed.

TEXT. OF THE DECISION. 


. In his decision Judge Belden holds.that 
they -were entitled to the five months 
pay. The decision is as follows 
• ' 


This court has heretofore, in certiorari 


proceedings, sustained the title of plain- 
tiffs to the offices held by them as mem- 
bers of the police force-of the defendant 
city. That question is res adjudicate, 
Besides this, their title has been recog- 
nized for years by the defendant city, 
nnd admitted, in effect, in proceedings in 
this court. Tho quesction of title to said 
offices cannot be raised in this nction 
(Rowell vs. Smith," 123 Wis. 510). Even 
it the question could properly be consid- 
ered at this time the court .would sustain 
plaintiffs' title tot said offices. 
Defend- 


ant's motion for leave to amend its an- 
swer eo as to put.suid title in the issue 
must bo denied. 


I think it cannot be snid that the plain- 


tiffs abandoned thnir offices. 
They nei- 


ther voluntarily resigned nor surrender- 
ed their offices, with.a desire or intention 
to purposely abandon them, but vacated 
the same because of "a dismissal supposed 
by them at the time to'bo legal. Such 
dismissal was subsequently declared il- 
legal and such surrender cannot be deem- 
ed abandonment or resignation (Meacli- 
em Pub. Off. Sec. 435). Neither was-tlic 
period clnpsing between such 
vacation 


and the institution'of proceedings to os- 
itablish their trtlc sufficiently lonp. under

plaintiff.*. 
The 
official 


stars worn by the plaintiffs were given 
over to still other officers. 
The latter 


four officers did not draw plaintiffs' sal- 
aria; but continued to draw their own 
salaries attached to the offices wh icli they 
had.theretofore occupied and which they 
.continued to occupy. A mere shifting of 
beats or of duties did not 
effect 
any 


change in the offices occupied. 


If anyone succeeded the plaintiffs, re- 


spectively, it docs not seem at all clear 
who did. Of the six officers in question, 
two newly appointed nnd four shifted, 
tho.courtis not sufficiently advised which 
two were the successors to the plaintiffs. 
The situation presented is not as though 
a certain specific office .were in dispute, 
such as would be presented if the office 
of chief of police were involved, and the 
rule'adhered to by many courts in dis- 
putes'between de jure and de facto offi- 
cers-4ocs not seem' to be invoked here. __;. 


If it wrre allowed for a do facto officer 


to sue for salary, and ft wore conceded 
that -particular suras worn the salaries or 
portions of salaries drawn by plaintiffs 
prior to their dismissal, who are tho do 
facto officer* entitled to bring such suit? 
Those appointed to the force following 
the dismissal of plaintiffs, those trans- 
ferred'to the beat*-and duties formerly 


patroled and performed by plaintiffs, or 
those to whom plaintiff's- stars were as- 
signed! 


That the entire fund available for po- 


lice salaries was exhausted in good faith" 
among a -full force does not seem to help 
tho difficulty or to determine that cer- 
tain persons filled, de facto,'the offices 
formerly occupied by plaintiffs. In order 
to compel the plaintiffs to look to de 
facto officers for reimbursement it is in- 
cumbent upon the defendant to make 
clear who arc such de-facto officers suc- 
ceeding or occupying the 
offices 
from 


which plaintiffs were ousted. This has 
not been done. 


The court is of the opinion that the 


plaintiffs are entitled to recover of the 
defendant city the salaries attached to 
the offices in question, respectively, from 
the time ot their attempted dismissal to 
the timo their tenure was legally termi- 
nated, and that they have judgment ac- 
cordingly.

FLAMES DESTROY HOMEi 


That of Frank Spangenberg 


Consumed Saturday Night. 


No Water hearty to Figlit tne Fire- 


Wife and Little Son Flee to 


a Neighbor's. 


While Mr*. Frank Spangenberg was 


seated in her home located on the Mil- 
waukee road, opposite Lincoln park, now 
known as Union Park, about 11 o'clock 
Saturday night, her attention was at- 
tracted by a. cracking sound. 
Making 


an investigation 
she discoveied that 


there was a fire in the bascment,.directly 
under the room where her little son was 
asleep and smoko filled the room. 


Grasping tho boy in her arms she ran 


from the house and took him to a neigh- 
bor's across the road, then 'phoned an 
alarm to the fire department. By this 
time the house was in flames, a large 
crowd of people had assembled and some 
of the household goods were saved. Mr. 
Spangenberg, who was not at home, soon 
arrived. 


The chemical engine at the city hall 


went to the scene of conflagration, but the 
house was past saving and there woe no 
water, the nearest fire hydrant being 1,- 
500 feet distant. No effort was made to 
extinguish the burning house arid it was 
entirely consumed with most of the con- 
tents. 


The blaze illuminated the country for 


miles around and attracted unusual at- 
tention In the city. As the wind was 
from the southwest the fire and smoke 
was driven across the street to vacant 
lots on the east. Had there been a strong 
south wind there is on doubt but that 
the large buildings of Mr. Kosterman, to 
the north, would have been wiped out 
and perhaps other property. 


The loss is estimated at between $1,500 


and 32,000, with an insurance of $500 on 
the house and $500 on furniture. How 
the fire originated is not known. 


Sensational -statements were made by 


some of 'the neighbors to Fire Marshal 
Cape, but as the persons were under the 
influence of liquor, no attention was paid 
to them. 


STABBED BOTH TO DEATH 


Italian Girl on Trial for Killing- 


Uucle Who Betrayed Her 


and His Wife. 


NEW YORK, May 14.—The trial of 


Mrs. Josephine Terranova, an Italian 
girl 17 years old, for iho murder of her 
uncle, Gaetano Reggio and his wife in 
their home in this city last February, be- 
gan before Justice Seott today. The case 
is one of the roost extraordinary to come 
before a New York jury iu a long time. 
Mrs. Terranova, has confessed tbat she 
stabbed her uncle and aunt to death, but 
declares that she was impelled to do it 
by n, great wrong done to her by her un- 
cle in which she declared lie was aided by 
her aunt. 


Mrs. TerranoiTi had been taken into 


the home of her uncle, a well to do bak- 
er, ns a sort of a ward and repaid him by 
doing housework. After her 
marriage 


she asserts, Reggio hinted to her hus- 
band that her character was not spotless. 
Tcrranova demanded an explanation, she 
told him the Btory of her uncle's conduct 
nnd Terranova, with reproaches, aban- 
doned her at once. Several days later 
Mrs. Torrauova. went to the homo of her 
undo and aunt and while pretending 
friendliness to hor uncle, stabbed him. 
Her aunt defended him and was killed 
also.

widely known as a publicist and former 
cabinet member, died at his homo in this 
city at 4:35 o'clock this morning. Death 
was due to a complication of diseases fol- 
lowing an attack ' of stomach, trouble 
which became acute on Thursday last. 
In spite of brief periods of seeming im- 
provement, Mr. Schurz slowly failed and 
yesterday afternoon sank into a. state of 
coma, which continued until the end.
